eria that was loud enough for Officers Big Jim Heasley 
and Arthur Johnson to hear on the second story. 

So they made their ways over to the Wisteria. Enter¬ 
ing, they observed A1 Myers — the city administrator, 
no less - in the middle of being told off by a stranger in 
his mid-forties. Officer Johnson had never seen the guy 
before, but Big Jim recognized him: “A fellow we call 
Jack Ketchell.” He was a resident of Mrs. Dietz’s board¬ 
ing house on 85 S. Baldwin who at different times had 
identified himself as foreman of the Colorado River 
Aqueduct project just then being dug across Grandview 
Ave. by the Metropolitan Water District. 

Ketchell interrupted his smash-mouthing of the city 
administrator to turn and go smash-mouth with the cops. 
Who escorted him outside. And then Heasley returned 
to the station and Johnson began walking Jack Ketchell 
home to Mrs. Dietz’s. 

The moonlit trip had lots of starts and stops. Ketch¬ 
ell, Officer Johnson later reported, had difficulty walk¬ 
ing. Not to put too fine a point on it, but he appeared to 
be bombed out of his mind. Plus, he was roaring like a 
lunatic. 

They moved unsteadily eastward along Sierra Madre 
Blvd. Upon reaching Baldwin, instead of heading south 
toward Ketchell’s boarding house, they strolled two 
blocks north to the telephone office on the southeast 
comer of Baldwin and Highland. Ketchell was adamant 
about wiring a telegram to some woman friend in San 
Francisco. 

The telephone office being closed at that hour, noth¬ 
ing was to be done except for Ketchell and Officer 
Johnson to turn and retrace their wobbly trip, this time 
down Baldwin’s east side. At Sierra Madre Blvd., 
Ketchell’s roaring hit a peak; he unleashed a stream-of- 
conscious rant lasting two minutes. And Officer 
Johnson, who later set the time at 12:35 a.m. couldn’t 
understand a word of it. 

Just then a car pulled up, its driver requesting instruc¬ 
tions. Johnson provided them, then shook hands with 
Ketchell - the rant had at last ended - and sent him home 
on his own. 

Five days later Jack Ketchell was dead and a murder 
mystery was in the making. To a nurse at Los Angeles

Thanks for the Ordinance 

Dear Editor, 

A big ‘THANKS!” to the Sierra Madre News for 
printing the latest complete ordinance draft of the His¬ 
toric Preservation Ordinance. There is some difficult 
reading here - especially in the light that there are many 
areas that lack clarity. But hopefully this printing will 
allow many Sierra Madre property owners who are not 
familiar with all of the past discussions, will attempt to 
read it so as to be better informed of its content and di¬ 
rection. 

Undoubtedly, there will be major changes by the time 
this gets through the City Council (opening discussions 
to start at the June 10, 1997 City Council meeting - be 
there, or tune in on Ch. 20, 6:30 pm). 

Some areas of real concern in this present draft are 
as follows: 

1. It allows the Cultural Heritage Commission to list 
and decide what is and is not a potential historic prop¬ 
erty - and then to regulate “potential historic properties”, 
with or without owner’s consent. 

2. It requires owner’s approval for designation as a 
historic property but allows City to make historic zones 
with or without owner’s consent - that my include and 
regulate newer properties that could be considered ar¬ 
chitecturally “unusual”.

It would require that 
regulation include the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion telling the property 
owner what style roofing, 
exterior lighting fixtures, 
window awnings, or gar¬ 
den walks you may install 
in your own home.

As you asked for reader opinion on filming in Sierra 
Madre, I felt compelled to respond, especially after read¬ 
ing your report last week on the city council’s approval 
of more lenient filming requirements. What alarmed me 
the most were the comments made by producers who 
were interviewed in that article. One producer stated it 
was the city council’s responsibility to the citizens to 
make them aware of the business potential of permitted 
filming. What about the potential business which is lost 
by local merchants when potential customers can not 
find a place to park outside their stores. Personally, this 
has happened to me on more than one occasion. As I 
drive by trying to find parking I get glared at by film 
makers for intruding on their space in my town. Where 
is their sense of responsibility for making our downtown 
area fell like Universal Studios? 

He also went on to say that revenue from film per¬ 
mits could rid our need for fundraisers to purchase am¬ 
bulances. This would be wonderful. However, what if 
those film crews become so obtrusive that they hinder 
said ambulances from getting to an emergency situation 
safely and quickly? 

Another producer complained that the restricted crew 
size of 50 people was unrealistic and wanted 75 person 
crews to be allowed. Doesn’t she realize how much 
more congestion would be generated by this? Does she 
care? She also requested that the permitted filming hours 
be changed from 8 am to 8 pm, to 7 am to 10 pm. She 
deemed this as “more desirable”. This would not be 
“more desirable” for residents who like to sleep in or go 
to bed early. 

As Joe Scalzo so aptly put it in last week’s article, “we 




are not a bunch star struck yokels who are going to 
let these companies run all over us”. They do provide 
us with some revenue, which is fine. However, we pro¬ 
vide them with a convenient, economical, unique setting 
in which to make their films. 

Is a film worth losing our character over? We won’t 
remember most films that were released recently a year 
from now. But I, for one, want to make sure the essence 
of this town is down to earth and far from the facades of 
Hollywood glitz for generations to come.

Sierra Madre “Garden 
of Goodwill” 
Continues to Grow

The Japanese “Garden of Goodwill” behind Sierra 
Madre Elementary School is growing more beautiful 
everyday. Thanks to the dedication of Lew Watanabe 
and the students at the school, the mondo-grass is lush, 
the Sago palms are taller, the azaleas are full and the wa¬ 
terfall cascades over the granite boulders and tumbles 
into the crystal clear pond. The Koi fish seem happy with 
their serene environment, and are delighted when the 
children approach with their daily feeding - the fish are 
well-loved and have names. 

The original garden was built in 1931 by the parents 
of Japanese-American students attending the school as 
a goodwill gesture for the opening of the new school 
building and in appreciation for the education their chil¬ 
dren were receiving. With the advent WWII, the build¬ 
ers of the garden were whisked away to internment 
• camps. The garden was vandalized amid anti-Japanese 
sentiments and left uncared for. It lay in ruins and bur¬ 
ied for 50 years. The Sixth Grade Class of 1995 found 
remnants of the cement work in the dirt and bushes, in¬ 
cluding the inscription “Designed by Roy Kaya - March 
1931 ” on a piece of what proved to be the original bridge 
built over a pond. After much research in the library and 
interviews with local seniors who had attended the 
school in the ’30s, they were able to find an original 
photo and newspaper clippings about the garden. Many 
weekends were spent having fund-raisers and work “par¬ 
ties” with friends, family members and just plain good 
people, they excavated the site and decided that they 
wanted to restore it to the original beauty to help “heal 
the wounds of war” in the hopes that something like that 
will never happen again. 

Thanks to the many people here in San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley and across the nation, as well as from Japan, who 
volunteered their time, special skills, and moral and 
monetary support, the Garden is flourishing. The final 
phase of the restoration has now begun. On Saturday, 
three local Sierra Madre contractors were on the site 
bright and early with Lew. Bill McKeman and Jason 
Johnson volunteered their time to pour some cement and 
set some post holders in preparation for the finishing 
touches. Tom Mackie of Mackie Welding in Sierra

QUESTION; My four-cylinder 
Buick has 70,000 miles on it, and it over¬ 
heated recently. Besides repairing the 
problem that caused the overheating, the 
mechanic also had to replace the head gas¬ 
ket and do a valve job on the car. Now the 
engine uses about one quart of oil with 
every gas fill up. I think this is excessive. 
What is wrong?-P.B.

ANSWER: Providing that the valve 
job is not defective, an increase in oil con¬ 
sumption after a valve job is not uncom¬ 
mon. A valve job increases manifold vac¬ 
uum, causing the oil to rise past the piston 
rings. To solve the problem it is likely that 
you will have the head gasket pulled again 
and the pistons re-ringed. Also, look for 
other damage. Since the engine was run at 
such high temperatures, it is likely there 
will be more damage.
